It indications count for anything, and reports of 
some of the best and most experienced geologists in the 
state and nation are to be accepted, Wise county is des­ 
tined to he the coming oil field of the state. 
F or several 
years, in fact, long before the sensational discovery was 
made in the B urkburnett and E lectra fields, expert geo­ 
logists and experienced oil men had been attracted to 
Wise county to prosecute examinations of the “ form a­ 
tions” found here. 
Several years aao an eastern oil co n­ 
cern sent scouts into this territory and thorough exami­ 
nations w ere made. 
Since these reports were turned in 
by the scouts and geologists, lands in all section of th** 
county have been leased, the “ wise ones” taking the cue 
from these reports, invested heavily in leases here. 
B e­ 
fore B urkburnett field startled the oil world, hundreds of 
acres of land in Wise county were under lease, 


But it remained for the sensational “ finds” to the 
northw est— the B urkburnett and Electra fields-—and co 
the southw est— the great Ranger country— to cause the 
splendid location of Wrise county to be fully appreciated. 


That oil and gas in abundant quanties will be found 
in Wise county is the opinon of all expert oil men and 
geologists who have visited the field, and the fact is 
now, there are twenty-one locations for wells in the coun­ 
ty, with others being made. 
A look at the map will 
show how thoroughly the county is being “tested out.” 


A number are drilling and machinery is being rush­ 
ed to other locations. 


Special correspondent of the Fort Worth Star-Tele- 


gram, after a visit to Wise county, wrote: 
“ The rough and broken country in the Decatur ter 
ritory has long been the stamping ground for geologists, 
and every competent geologist who has studied the out­ 
croppings on the hills of Wise county has declared them 
to indicate the presence of oil in abundant quantities.

The geological party spent some time here 
and it traced the tendency of the pool from Oklahoma 
across the Red river. 
The stratum bearing oil was geo­ 
logized to come in to 'W ise county at the northeastern 
boundary and extend under the ridge. 
Belated though it 
has been, the oil boom is about to reach Decatur. Scouts 
of some of the biggest companies have been here and 
their reports have been excellent. 
Oil leases are selling 
for a profitable figure. 
These oil men, however, too 
busy with proven fields, are losing in the rush for oil 
leases in W ise county, and a Colorado syndicate and oth­ 
er Denver oil operators are buying up leases in every 
part of the Decatur country. 
Recently parties from New 
York, others from Deleware, have come into the county 
and snapped up a number of acres. 
The first fruits of 
the advance contingent of oil developers has been to add 
to the general prosperity which Decatur and all of Wise 


county is now enjoying. 
Decatur is on a boom heall 
and active. 
The boom came in advance of all the oil < 
velopment, because Wise county crops this year are t 
greatest in history. 
Real estate values are increasi 
daily in the town of Decatur. 
There is not a house 
rent here, although a number are being built, and Dej 
tu r hopes to be ready for further ingress into the city.'’ 
“ Decatur, Texas, Feb. 20.— Senator Claud Thomas 
Paris, Ky., one of the most prominent and influential rn 
of that state, was in the city this week. 
Senator Thorn 
represents the Standard Petroleum Company, of De' 
ware, and he was so well pleased with the outlook f 
an oil field in the vicinity of the Wise-jComanche-Bu 
holdings between D ecatur and Chico, he immediate 
closed a deal for six hundred acres.

without being liable to seizure and 
the other penalties of the Volstead 
act under an opinion given by the 
departm ent of justice in the treasury. 
The opinion is the most sweeping 
construction of the dry law yet given 
by the law officers of the govern­ 
ment. 
It states specifically th a t no 
ship transporting liquor from one 
1 foreign port to another can touch at 
an American port and th at liquor 
consigned from one foreign country 
to another cannot move through the 
United States in transit even if seal­ 
ed upder customs rules. 
J u st how 
far the internal revenue bureau can 
go in enforcem ent has not been made 
plain. 
There is much room for spec­ 
ulation under the decision, which in 
its language would seem to prevent 
entrance into an American port even 
of a foreign passenger liner that had 
a bar or any booze on board, even 
though the booze supply was sealed. 
The opinion states that the law is 
clear and rigid and that all tran s­ 
portation and possession except for 
personal use in the home is prohib­ 
ited in all U nit'd States with the 
single exception of the Panam a can­ 
al.

The city manager plan for operat- 
i ing the Decatur municipal govern­ 
ment is being agitated by a number 
of our citizens. 
A number of Texas 
I towns have adopted the plan, and it 
is said it is the best and most econ­ 
omical manner in which to operate 
a small town government. 
By the 
city manager plan the duties of look- 
: ing after the management of th* 
town’s affairs are turned into the 
hands of a competant man who de­ 
votes his entire time to the business, 
and in turn, is held responsible for 
all 
short-comings 
that 
crop 
out. 
Towns tat are experimenting with 
the plan report that a more sanitary 
condition results, a better enforce­ 
ment of the laws is brought about, 
and a more systematic and economi­ 
cal expenditure of the town’s taxes 
result. 
The plan is workable, for it 
has been demonstrated in a number 
of instances, and the towns in Texas 
that have adopted the plan would not 
return to the old order. 
If Decatur 
would have better streets, possibly a 
sewerage system, a more orderly 
town, a healthy and steady progress, 
the Messenger would suggest that a 
movement be started to bring about 
the adoption of the city manager 
plan in this town. 
Let us have a 
meeting of the forward-looking, pro­ 
gressive and town-building citizens 
and consider this proposition.

The real failure exists inside you, 
not outside in space. 
So long as a man or boy or woman 
or girl does not consider that he or 
she has failed, so long as the failure 
does not mean giving up the ship, it 
is no failure at all. 
Failures that leave the heart un­ 


daunted are then stepping stones to 
j success. 
Failures regarded cheerfully-— tho 
not indifferently— become valuable 
lessons which make the next attempt 
all the more probable of accomplish­ 
ment. 
To the lad who left home after 
tailing to reach a certain examination 
mark probably the world seemed to 
have swung awry. 
But it hadn’t. 
It continues to 
pace around the sun. 
It continues 
to obey and to impose immutable 
laws. And one of the laws it imposes 
is the law that repeated endeavor 
never yet failed of reward, if the en­ 
deavor were worthy. 
The lad who left home showed by 
that very act that he has within him 
the stuff of success. 
For one urge 
to success is to feel keenly the tem­ 
porary failure, always provided the 
feeling degenerates not into hopeless­ 
ness but rather rises stoutly into res­ 
olution to achieve. 
There is no fail­ 
ure until a man confesses he has fail­ 
ed.— The Dallas Times-Herald.
